draft bill.

Renewed Sub 
Action Serious, 
Says Knox 


Washington, Oct. 12 —(ff>)— Back 


at his desk after a 25,000-mile tour 
ot European battlefronts, Secretary 
of 'the Navy" Knox asserted today 
that -renewed activity of German 
submarines in the North Atlantic 
can be considered "very serious.' 


Questioned at his press confer-

."It is very serious. Let's

"competent defense organization,'

portant factor in that fight. Bra 
zilian forces, he said, are being in- 
structed by "the best

for use against the U-boat menace 


"The Brazilian picture," he said 


"is one of marked and gratifying 
progress."

ed nets hung about the big ship 
itself. 


It was one of "the most difficul 


things ever attempted and was a 
success," he said. 
Knox added: "Speaking for the 


American Navy, I want to express 
highest appreciation of the courage 
shown by the British sailors wh 
carried out this attack."

"Pythagoras, with a limited 


background probably received 
from Egyptian priests, was the 
first to approach music from a 
scientific viewpoint. He realized 
that when strings of various 
lengths, but of identical ma- 
terial and stretched to the same 
tension, were used to give the 
perfect harmony of the octave, 
fifth, and fourth, their lengths 
must be in the ratios of 1 to 2, 
2 to 3, or 3 to 4, respectively.

Nazis Are Systematically 
Looting All Italian Cities

ism in Italian villages northeast of 
Naples, two American airmen re- 
ported today after spending nine 
days behind the enemy lines.

gator of Connersville, Ind., 
and 


Lt. Robert E. Thomas, 23, co-pilot 
of St. Petersburg, Fla., bailed out 
of their B-26 Marauder 
bomber 


with other members of the crew 
and then made their way back to 
their own lines through the hills. 


The pilot, Lt. Basil B. Burnslad 


of Minnesota 'and one of the gun- 
ners of the twin-engined plane were 
rescued by American patrols on an- 
other sector 'of the front. Two gun- 
ners, both enlisted men, still are 
missing. • 


Henley and Thomas saw German 


troops burn houses and haystacks, 
slaughter livestock and shoot civi- 
lians. 


"We mostly hid in the hills dur-
